The Jinx of Black 
Hawk Island

A Jinx has been described 
as a place or circumstance 
which inhibits or frustrates 
something one wants to do. I 
do not know if there is such a 
thing as a real Jinx, but if there 
is, I had a perfect example a 
long time ago on Black Hawk 
Island. 

This sombre, gloomy 
wooded area is perhaps one 
and one-half miles long and a 
few hundred yards wide and 
is near the Iowa shore and 
almost all of the great Missis¬ 
sippi separates it from my 
home town. 

Once, when I was ten 
years old, my father asked me 
if I would like to go duck 
hunting the next day on Black 
Hawk Island, and IJumped at 
the chance. After an early 
breakfast of molasses, bread 
and coffee, we were on our 
way, and by daylight we were 
across the great bridge and on 
the island. We scrambled 
down the railroad embank¬ 
ment, then through the trees 
until we came to an open 
space, almost all of it covered 
by a shallov nond of water. 
We set out our live decoys 
and tried to hide in our make- 
shift blinds. Not a duck 
showed up. Hours went by 
and no ducks. About mid-af- 
temoon I started to feel fever¬ 
ish and weak, and told my 
father. He merely said, “You 
had better go home.” I made 
my way through the trees, up 
the embankment, across al¬ 
most half-mile of railroad 
ties, then home. The next day 
I was down with chicken pox. 

Almost exactly five years 
later, my father again asked 
me to go hunting on the is¬ 
land. We made the same 
preparations we had made 
five years before and the re¬ 


sults were the same. Hours of 
waiting and no ducks. Incred¬ 
ibly, at mid-afternoon, I be¬ 
gan to feel sick. I told my fa¬ 
ther and he looked at me with 
disgust. “You better get 
home. Black Hawk Island is 
not for you,” he said. As I had 
done five years before, I 
scrambled up the steep bank, 
crossed the bridge and man¬ 
aged to make the last mile 
home. I was too sick to even 
look at my new suit and my 
first pair of long pants from 
Montgomery Ward. The next 
day I was down with scarlet 
fever. 

Other than being Weak 
and listless, I was not really 
ill, and in a few days started 
to walk around and show 
some teenage interest in food. 
My mother, who abhored ab¬ 
sence from school, sent me 
back, thinking that if I could 
walk and eaL then I could go 
to school. It was a terrible 
mistake. I was at the most 
infectious stage of the dis¬ 
ease. In a short time others 
were sick, and someone must 
have pressed the alarm but¬ 
ton. One noon recess and 
strange man approached me 
and said, “Let me see your 
hands.” He took one glance at 
my scaly, raw fingers. “Get 
home as fast as you can and 
don’t leave until you’re told.” 
He was from the Illinois State 
Board of Health. I hurried 
home and already there was a 
red tag on the door ... we 
were quarantined for two 
weeks. The school was 
closed, then the motion pic¬ 
ture theater, and last the 
churches. Only the grocery 
stores were left open. 

The fever was a mild sort, 
called scarlotina, and in a few 
weeks had disappeared, but 
in the meantime the villagers 
had something else to think

Our wander- 
ings through the timber 
brought us to the extreme 
northern tip of the island 
known as “Spook’s PoinL” 
because it was said to be the 
home of a ghost It was really 
a wild, desolate scene, trees in 
all stages of rot. Countless 
icefloes from spring floods 
had battered them into total 
destruction. 

The soggy earth under the 
wreakage smelled of decay 
and things long dead. As I 
stood there, I heard the 
stealthy crackle of dried 
brush, and around the comer 
of the island came the mania¬ 
cal laughter of a loon. I invol¬ 
untarily shivered. My brother 
had no such feeling. He said, 
“We’ve seen the place, so 
let’s go home to dinner. I’m 
hungry.” 

We were soon back to the 
familiar railroad grade, and 
never did it look so good. I 
looked at the blue October 
sky, felt the warmth of the 
autumn sun and savored the 
spicy air. I had been to Black 
Hawk Island and managed to 
come down with chicken 
pox, scarlet fever and lastly a 
chill between the shoulder 
blades.

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30th Annual Trail 
Race Plans Underway

A spring classic for Sierra Madre will be the 30th annual running of the Mt. Wilson Trail 
Race set for Memorial Day Saturday, May 25,7:30 a.m. Rob Stockly, chair and his Trail Race 
Committee held their January meeting to set plans in place for the race and to mark this anni¬ 
versary year. 

Attending the meeting was Larry Sidles, who has designed the prize-winning logo to com¬ 
memorate the anniversary. The logo will be used on T-shirts, race souvenirs and rose statio¬ 
nery. 

Peter McNulty and his Trail Race crew have been keeping the trail in good shape. McNulty 
reports there is still work to be done and he and his crew always welcome help. The trail for 
both runners and hikers will be well marked this year with new signs thanks to money do¬ 
nated by the Trail Race Committee, Charles Corp and Sierra Madre Civic Club. 

Mike Gottardi won the race last year for the sixth time, clocking 57 minutes and 32 sec¬ 
onds. Terri McAlister topped women runners with her time of one hour, 14 minutes, and 39 
seconds. The present race course of over eight miles begins on city streets at Baldwin Ave. 
and Kersting Ct. Runners head up to the narrow mountain trail to Orchard Camp, which is 
halfway up the mountain, then return to the starting point without a rest stop. 

The race is very tough, but fun. It is also very scenic and very historic. It has been run 
consistently every year since 1%5, thus making this the 30th anniversary. However, it was 
first run back in 1908 and research has found it to be the second oldest foot race in California. 

A small group of intrepid men, runners from all over the state, entered that first race. The 
run was to the mile-high top of Mt. Wilson with a half-hour rest stop at the top, then return. In 
the 1930s, it was run to Orchard Camp. The race was held sporadically over the years until 
1965. 

Mt. V/ilson Trail itself is historic, the oldest trail this side of the San Gabriels. Don Benito 
Wilson, for whom the peak is named (also Don Benito Elementary School and Wilson Inter¬ 
mediate School), had it built in 1864 to bring needed lumber down from the mountain for his 
Lake Vineyard Ranch located in what is today San Marino. 

Race applications will be available starting March 1 for anyone entering the race. For fur¬ 
ther information about the race or how to help the Trail Crew with their upkeep on the trail, 
contact Recreation Supervisor Michelle Keith at the Recreation Department at 355-5278. The 
next race committee meeting will be held Tuesday, February 20, 7:30 p.m. at the Recreation 
Department, 611 E. Sierra Madre Blvd. Anyone interested is most welcome to attend. 

Retirement Counselor Speaks 
to Kiwanis About Choosing 
Retirement Home

Everybody dreams about 
retiring, when the pressure of 
work does not come into play 
anymore, and everyone’s 
ideal thoughts about retire¬ 
ment would be to see the 

world and not have a care 
about anything. 

Unfortunately, not every¬ 
one has that opportunity, and 
if they did, what would their 
life be like after that? 

Debbie Fossey, a retire¬ 
ment counselor at Wellington 
Center, spoke at the Sierra 
Madre Kiwanis Club on 
Tuesday to address the issue 
of making decisions on where 
to place seniors if their fami¬ 
lies decide to choose a retire¬ 
ment center for them to live. 

She said that, at the retire¬ 
ment stage of someone’s life, 
it is not easy; rather, it is a 
traumatic stage in one 
person’s life, considering that 
they have made decisions in¬ 
dependently all their lives. 

Fossey is in charge of 
moving people into 
Wellington Court as well as 
solving problems within the 
court to make sure that the 
resideilts of the place are ad¬ 
equately taken care of. 

She gave tips on what 
people should do before they 
even decide to visit a retire¬ 
ment community: 

♦Try to be as informed as 
possible, which means that 
they should pay particular at¬ 
tention to the needs they might 
have. "Stick to your priori¬ 
ties,” she said, whether it be 
for medical attention, social 
services or food services. 
♦Talk to as many people as 
possible, including family, 
friends, and anyone who may 
be living in or involved within 


a retirement community. 

♦Find out as much as you can. 
♦Be kind to yourself. Fossey 
said that many people move 
into a certain retirement com¬ 
munity because they like the 
personalities that they meet 
within the homes they visit. 

Once they have decided to * 
visit a retirement community, 
Fossey gave some tips on 
what to look for within the 
community: 

♦Visit the place more than 
once, and she said to make 
one visit unannounced. Make 
a visit during meal time. 
Fossey said that any retire¬ 
ment community should not 
mind those looking for a 
place coming back. 

♦Talk to the residents and the 
staff. Ask lots of questions 
and soak in the atmosphere. 
♦Observe everything. Try to 
get more than one person in¬ 
volved in noticing what is 
going on around them. 

♦Be sensitive to cleanliness 
and hygiene. 

♦Look at how staff and resi¬ 
dents interact. Fossey noted 
that, within Wellington 
Court, there is no “us vs. 
them” mentality with one an¬ 
other, as there might be in 
other retirement communi¬ 
ties. Instead, she said that ev¬ 
erybody works and partici¬ 
pates within the community 
together. 

♦Fossey said that one of the 
most important aspects while 
visiting a retirement commu¬ 
nity was to trust the instinct a 
person might have while vis¬ 
iting the place as well as what 
their feelings are about it and 
the environment around it as 
well. 

♦Pay attention to detail. 
Know everybody’s name.

♦Look at how receptive the

handled. 

♦After visiting the retirement 
home, Fossey said to take a 
step back and not make a de¬ 
cision on moving in immedi¬ 
ately. 

“Go away, think about it, then 
come back,” she said. 

♦Don’t expect miracles. 
Fossey said that it will take 
time to adjust to the new 
place. 

“It will be OK eventually.” 
she said. 

♦Look at the services that are 
being offered, such as activi¬ 
ties, and also study the paper¬ 
work and take time to under¬ 
stand these services. Fossey 
said that most retirement 
communities will let the per¬ 
son know how far they can 
sU'etch their services to make 
them more accessible. 

♦Get to know the staff at the 
community. See how stable 
they are, and see how they get 
along with residents of the 
community. 

♦Ask how will the commu¬ 
nity help and support a person 
when family members move. 

Fossey said that the aver¬ 
age length of stay at 
Wellington Court is about 
three years. Most of the ac¬ 
tivities they offer to their resi¬ 
dents are setting aside days 
for shopping, banking, 
doctor’s appointments, and 
social trips on Saturdays.

When a heart attack struck 
72-ycar-old Ocie Shirk dur¬ 
ing electro-convulsive 
therapy (ECT). her psychia¬ 
trists expected it. She died 
four days later, according to 
a recent story in USA TO¬ 
DAY. 

Knowing Ocic had earlier 
heart problems, why did psy¬ 
chiatrists ignore medical lit¬ 
erature that proves heart fail¬ 
ure is the leading cause of 
death for shock patients ? 

“Shock treatment is a very 
lucrative practice,” stated 
Bruce Wiseman. President of 
the Citizens ommission on 
Human Rights (CCHR) Na¬ 
tional Office. “In fact, it 
brings an estimated annual 
income of more than $3 bil¬ 
lion to the psychiatric indus¬ 
try in the United States 
alone.” 

USA TODAY found 
Texas psychiatrists shocked 
65-year-old patients 360% 
more often than people one 
year younger. The difference: 


“Shock leaves irreparable 
damage to the brain in the 
average person, to harm the 
elderly, who are already 
grieving over the loss of a 
loved one or in pain and vul¬ 
nerable, with the force of 
shock treatment is nothing 
less than mayhem, an act of 
violence and the work of a 
coward,” stated Wiseman. 

Consent is not a factor in 
receiving shock treatment: In 
a controversial case reported 
in 1993, an 80-year-old Illi¬ 
nois woman, confined to a 
nursing home, was to be 
given ECT against her will 
because she her psychiatrist 
said she responded too slowly 
to drugs prescribed to her. 
Psychiatrists argued that it 
would increase expenses if 
they had to wait for the drugs 
to take effect. The psychia¬ 
trists were overruled in the 
Appellate Court, but court 
ordered shock is an all too 
common event, which in 
most cases, is not stopped.

Association (APA) says the 
death risk from shock treat¬ 
ment is 1 in 10,000, but Texas 
studies show it’s 50 times 
higher. For the elderly, death 
is closer to 1 in 200. And you 
can expect severe complica¬ 
tions in about 1 in 20, accord¬ 
ing to medical studies. 

Texas is the only state 
with adequate records, but 
CCHR estimates between 
50,000 and 100,000 receive 
shock annually. The elderly 
comprise half of these pa¬ 
tients. Women intheir 70sai« 
the largest group. The sate of 
shock to the elderly is rising: 
In 1977, people over 65 com- 
prised 27% of California’s 
shock patients. By 1988, this 
rose to an astronoinical 53%. 

USA TODAY reported 
five medical studies that 
show the harm sh(x:k treat¬ 
ment causes. Shock caused 
death or severe cardiac prob¬ 
lems in 17 of 372 elderly pa¬ 
tients. Others report long¬ 
term memory loss, confusion, 
forgetting work and hobby 
skills, arrested breathing and 
even bone fractures caused 
by convulsions. 

CCHR Commissioner, 
Dr. Michael Chavin was 
quoted by USA TODAY as 
stating, “Psychiatrists cannot 
bring themselves to admit 
any harm from ECT [shock 
treatment] unless the patient 
gets electrocuted to death on 
the table while being video¬ 
taped and observed by a 
United Nations task force.” 

Delores McQueen’s bill 
was $18,000 for over 20 
shocks in 1993, yet she still 
suffers from the same depres¬ 
sion shock had promised to 
cure. Shock treatment de¬ 
stroyed her ability to ride and 
show horses. She couldn’t 
remember her children’s 
names, got lost on familiar 
roads, didn’t know her 
friends and couldn’t even re¬ 
member what 911 was for. 

“Slnxk treatment should 
be labeled for what it is, 
criminal assault,” stated 
Wiseman. “The damage 
psychiatry has done and is 
doing to the elderly should 
not be tolerated in a civi¬ 
lized society and it needs to 
be banned.” 

CCHR has a 26 year his¬ 
tory of investigating psychi¬ 
atric violations of human 
rights. It was established by 
the Church of Scientology 
in 1969. CCHR's authorita¬ 
tive publication.

“It’s a dying art that 
people don’t know how to 
do,” Suman said. “It’s dying 
even in school. Students get 
no experience in learning to 
sew.” 

Although mass production 
of clothing is much cheaper 
to do rather than making them 
from scratch, Suman said that 
there is are missing pieces to 
their caliber. 

“People are still trying to 
get fine quality, the way it 
used to be,” Suman ex¬ 
plained. “Quality control is 
lacking in general manufac¬ 


turing.” 

Suman, who was bom in 
Sierra Madre, went back to 
New England for schooling, 
and came back here about 10 
years ago and worked at a 
Beverly Hills shop, doing her 
craft. 

Five years later, she 
started working indepen¬ 
dently out of her home. She 
said she could not keep up 
with all the orders that were 
requested, so she opened up 
the apparel service that cur¬ 
rently stands today. 

She looks upon her move 
to the busy street of Baldwin 
as a “make-or-break” test for 
her business.

Assemblyman Bob Margett has introduced Assembly 
Bill 1996, better known as the California Air Conditioner 
Protection Act of 19%, which will delay the prohibition of 
freon used by consumers until the year 2000. 

“Existing scientific data simply does not support an im¬ 
mediate ban on freon that will be economically devastat¬ 
ing to the citizens of this state,” said Margett. “The ban, 
which recently went into effect, will force consumers to refit 
their ears at a cost between $350 to $1,000 per car. That’s 
absurd!” stated Margett. 

Assemblyman Margett has been researching an alterna¬ 
tive to the freon ban since August of 1995. The California 
Air Conditioner Protection Act, the product of that effort, 
will allow the production, sale, use, and possession of freon, 
for the purposes of home air conditioners and appliances 
and automobiles, through the year 2000. 

“I wanted to take a reasonable approach to the freon 
issue. In giving industry a much needed extension to thor¬ 
oughly study the effects of freon on the environment and 
come up with economical replacements, we can protect the 
environment while still protecting California’s consumers,” 
concluded Margett.

Pasadena City College is offering its second annual travel/ 
study program to Vietnam. 

The class begins on May 20, and on May 25, those students 
will travel to Hanoi, Vietnam, to see what daily life is like 
around regions of the country. 

The first stop on the tour will be the capital city, Hanoi, 
visiting such areas as the Temple of Literature, Taoist Temple, 
and the Lake of the Restored Sword. 

On the second day, students will see the Army Museum, 
Single Pedestal Pagoda, and the Ho Chi Minh Mausoleum. 
They will also take a walk around the Hoan Kei Lake and a 
drive by the “Hanoi Hilton.” The evening will conclude with 
a water puppet show. 

Time will also be permitted for self-touring and a visit to 
the English Language School in the city. 

From Hanoi, the tour will move by boat to Halong. Stu¬ 
dents will be able to stop by grottos in the city. 

They will then fly to Hue for a royal dinner and some of 
the country’s folk music at the Houng Giang Hotel. 

The tour then reaches Ho Chi Minh City, formerly known 
as Saigon. Students can see the former presidential palace, the 
War Museum, as well as the former American Embassy. 

While in Ho Chi Minh City, students will also tour Cu Chi, 
126 miles of tunnels built under the boundaries of the Ameri¬ 
can base. They will also see the Mekong River, stopping at a 
Kao Dai temple. 

The students will then return to Los Angeles on June 7. 

Laura L. Davis, professor of history at PCC, will lead the 
trip. This will be her third visit to the country. She led the first 
trip last year, the first such trip for an American college group 
before diplomatic relations were formalized. 

She said that the country has become the world’s third larg¬ 
est exporter of rice and that the country has one of the highest 
literacy ratings in the world at 90 percent of the population. 

Davis will be joined by Dinh Luu, counselor at Glendale 
College, who will act as translator for students. 

The cost for the Vietnam Study Program is $3,099, which 
includes round-trip airfare, transportation, hotel fare, and most 
meals. Participants must be registered students at PCC in the 
summer courses of History 25i, History 20, Anthropology 20, 
or Humanities 20. College financial aid is available to those 
who qualify. 

Two meetings will be held to introduce the program for 
interested travellers. The meetings will take place on Jan. 23 
and Feb. 8 from 7 to 9 p.m. in room C201 on the PCC cam¬ 
pus. The meetings are free and open to the public. ^

He came bearing gifts expres¬ 
sive not only of his devotion, but also the gratitude of the 
Gentile churches who had received the gospel which started 
in Jerusalem. Paul was ready to go speak before the chief 
council and give to the nation a final opportunity of accept¬ 
ing Jesus as the Messiah. It was the rejection of the message 
brought by Paul which resulted in sending the gospel to Rome 
and would enable Paul to fulfill the prophecy of Christ at his 
conversion. “He is a chosen instrument of Mine, to bear My 
name before the Gentiles and kings and the sons of Israel. For 
I will show him how much he must suffer for My name’s 
sake.”

You’ve got to know when to talk 
and when to walk. 3) Know the difference between walking 
away and writing people off. ^) Don’t feel that you must con¬ 
vict people of their sin and their need for God. That is the 
specirlc job for the Holy Spirit. 5) Life and people are fragile 
so handle it with prayer and patience. Lastly, the greatest tes¬ 
timony doesn’t come from your lips but from your life. Renect 
on this last admonition because it will change your life.
